Dear Aleene, Heidi and Tiffany, 
First of all, I want to say how 
much I enjoy your show. I try to 
watch it every day, but if I can’t, 
I tape it to watch later. What I 
am writing about is an idea I got 
from a segment on June 10th. It 
was a segment on kids’ hand 
prints and I thought it was cute. 
I started thinking about what I 
could use the idea for and for 
whom. After a few days and 
some help from my sister, 
Natalie Rikoff, we came up with 
a great and useful idea. My hus¬ 
band’s grandparents celebrated 
their 60th anniversary on 
August 1 - they have 3 children, 
13 grandchildren and 21 great 
grandchildren. As a gift from 
the great grandchildren, we 
made them a quillow with all 21 
great grandkids’ hand prints on 
it. It is a quilt that folds up into 
a pillow. I got a handprint of 
each one of the greats - 4 live in 
Florida, 2 in Alaska, 1 in 

Oklahoma and the rest in 
Kansas. The hand prints 
were transferred to 
Aleene’s Fusible Web and 
then ironed onto scrap 
material. These were then 
cut out and ironed onto the 
back piece of the quillow. 
Each child’s name was 
written above their hand 
prints and their birthday 
below. 


Dear Aleene, 

This is not your usual type of 
sharing but I wanted to let you 
know that Aleene’s glues are my 
best friends! I have used them 
to repair many items, as well as 
to cover boxes for recycling. I 
keep one of each in my house¬ 
hold supplies, while the second 
set of glues is kept with my 
crafting supplies. I have invisi¬ 
bly mended souvenirs that met a j 
not too kind fate by using 
Aleene’s Designer Tacky or 
Aleene’s Tacky Glue in the gold 
bottle, depending upon the item. 

I have patched the tiny cracks 
that began appearing in our car’s 
dash from the hot Florida sun by 
applying Aleene’s Designer Glue 
with a toothpick, allowing to dry 
then coloring with a permanent 
marker.

Materials Needed: 

1 craft fabric panel 
1/2 yard matching or 
coordinated fabric 
Scissors 

Sewing machine 
Iron 

Place one craft panel and one 
piece of fabric together, squared 
and right sides together. Cut 
fabric to size of panel. 

Place bell on straight of 
panel design. Pin in place. Cut 
off 1” at the bottom. Save a 4” 
length for tie in front. 

Cut out bell shape. Sew 
along outside edge of bell with 
5/8” seam allowance, leaving an 
opening to reverse. Turn to 
right side of fabric. Sew opening 
closed. To create bow, accordion 
fold bell. Press and machine 
tack at center. 

Sew edges of collar. Leave 
opening to reverse at neck. Tack 
tails of collar together 5” from 
bottom. For bow holder, make 
loop from 4” piece of reserved 
fabric. Sew loop to collar. Insert 
bow into loop. ■

Beverly Crafts 
Christmas Fabric 
Wreath 

Design and Instructions by 
Mary Jo McNeely 

Materials Needed: 

Scissors 

1-3/4 yards print fabric 
1 yard Tissue Lame 
1 (14” diameter) straw 
wreath 

Plastic wrap (optional) 

1 Phillips-head screwdriver 
3 yards pearls (optional) 
Christmas pick 
Aleene’s Tacky Glue™ 

Cut print fabric into 6” wide 
strips. Cut lame into 3” wide 
strips. 

To keep wreath from shed¬ 
ding, wrap with plastic. 

Pleat 6” wide fabric at end 
and push into wreath with 
screwdriver. Measure fabric 
approximately 7-8”. Pleat fabric 
again and push into wreath 
about 2” apart. Continue around 
wreath. Make three rows at cen¬ 
ter front, inside and outside 
edges of wreath. 

In between each of the three 
rows, place one row of 3” wide 
lame, using the same procedure 
as for fabric. 

Embellish with pearls and 
picks, using Aleene’s Tacky 
Glue. ■

Draw a border around each 
ornament, using a matching 
color paint. 

Draw ornament tops with 
gold glitter paint. 

Use stencil sponge and bow 
stencil to stencil bow across top 
of apron. 

Draw a “string” from top of 
each ornament to bottom of bow. 
Use paint to match each orna¬ 
ment. Draw a small bow on top 
of each ornament. 


Sprinkle all painted areas with 
glitter while paint is still wet. 
When paint is dry, shake off 
excess glitter to save for future 
projects. 

When apron is completely 
dry, cut away unpainted portion 
of apron which extends beyond 
ornament designs. Bottom half of 
ornaments serve as apron hem. ■

Paper plate for paint palette 
Assorted colors of dimensional 
fabric paint (your choice) 
Natural canvas apron 
Gold glitter paint 
Stencil sponge 
“Bow Beautiful” stencil 
from Plaid (or stencil of

Draw ornament shapes onto 
sponges, using patterns provid¬ 
ed. Cut out and expand in water.

32” length (1-1/2” wide) satin 
burgundy wired ribbon 
24” pre-made greenery swag 
3 yards (1-1/4 wide) sheer 
gold wired ribbon 
3 pieces (22 or 24 gauge) 
floral wire 
Wire cutters 

3 large stems of gold berries 
(7 stems of berries per large 
stem; total of 21 gold berry 
stems) 


Remove hanger and cap from 
ornaments. Hold ornament with 
opening facing upward. Pour 
14K Gold paint into ornament. 
Turn ornament around allowing 
paint to run inside of the orna¬ 
ment, covering all of the glass. 
Pour in maroon paint and swirl 
around ornament. Pour out 
excess paint. Tilt the ornament 
on its side, letting paint run out 
onto a towel. Place ornament on 
clean section of paper towel after 
5 minutes of initial draining. Let 
ornament dry 24 hours. There is 
no right or wrong; be creative! 

For swag, glue burgundy rib¬ 
bon centered, across swag, allow¬ 
ing the ribbon to have a flowing 
look. See photo for placement. 
Make a basic loop bow using gold 
wired ribbon. Make loops 4” long, 
with 2 tails each 16” long. 

Secure bow with wire to center 
of swag. Make a 2 loop bow 
(loops are 3” long when complet¬ 
ed), with 1 tail 5” long. Twist 
wire around bow once, now wire 
to center of attached bow. The 
tail should be in center of 3 tails. 
Make a loop using 5” piece of 
ribbon. Secure with wire, now 
wire to center of bow and around 
swag. 

Place caps and hangers onto 
dried ornaments. Glue to swag. 

Glue small stems of gold 
berries onto swag. See photo for 
placement. Let glue dry thor¬ 
oughly. Hang and enjoy. ■

Materials Needed: 

Scissors 

1 yard white V fringe 
Jones Tones™ Plexi® 400 
Stretch Adhesive

Stretch Fabric Paint (#101 white paint) 

5 (1/4” diameter) pearls for each V section

Cut fringe to approximately 1-1/4” long. Use 
Plexi to adhere fringe onto blazer as shown in 
photo. 

Place five dots of paint on inside of fringe 
and set pearls in center of dots. Sprinkle on glitter. 

Paint desired design around each piece of 
fringe using photo as a guide. Fill in empty spaces 
between fringe with small swirls, see photo. Apply 
glitter within 3 to 5 minutes. Allow to dry. Tap off 
excess glitter. ■

Materials Needed: 

Scissors 

Venice Lace-Medallions By-the-Yard 
Waxed paper • Paper Towel 
2” wide foam brush 
Aleene’s Fabric Stiffener™ 

Gick Prisma Glitter - Ultra Fine Multi 
14” per ornament (1-1/2” wide) metallic silver 
wire-edge ribbon #9 
Aleene’s Thick Designer Tacky Glue™ 

Cut motif from lace. Lay lace motif right side 
down on waxed paper. Brush back of lace with fabric 
stiffener. Dab off excess stiffener with paper towel. 

Turn motif over. Brush stiffener on front and 
sprinkle lightly with glitter. Let dry. 

Tie a double loop bow. Glue bow to top of Lace- 
Cicle. 

Variations: Use glitter with other colors such 
as gold, blue, pink, silver. Glue on pearls, gems, 
flowers, etc. ■

Design and Instructions by 
Ribbon Outlet 

Materials Needed: 

1 (9” tall x 4” bottom 
diameter) Styrofoam® 
cone 

Gold spray paint 
Scissors 

3-1/4 yards (3” wide) gold 
mesh ribbon 
Gold straight pins 
3/8 yard (3/8” wide) gold 
metallic flat braid 
12” gold tinsel stem 
1/2 yard gold wired cording 
1/2 yard (7/16” wide) gold 
wired ribbon 

1 (2” diameter) Styrofoam® 
ball 

1-1/2 yards (5/8” wide) gold 
wired ribbon 
Aleene’s Thick Designer 
Tacky Glue™ 

10” length small gold ball 
garland 

1 yard (2-5/8” wide) gold 
mesh wired-edge ribbon 
Florist wire 
Florist wire 

Gold miniature musical 
ornament (optional) 


Spray cone with gold paint. 
Let dry. 

Cut five (20”) lengths of 3” 
wide gold mesh ribbon. Pin one 
length over top of cone. Pin ends 
down to base of cone. Pin anoth¬ 
er length over cone to completely 
cover. Use pins to hold ribbon 
close to cone and fold out excess 
near top of cone. Trim ribbons 
even with bottom of cone. Glue 
3/8” braid around base of cone. 

To make arms, roll 17” piece 
of remaining gold mesh ribbon 
over tinsel stem. Fold over 
excess at ends of stem. To create 
hands, wrap gold wired cording 
about 1/2” from ends of arms. 

Criss-cross two more 20” 
lengths gold mesh ribbon over 
top of cone for overskirt. Pin 
remaining 20” length of gold 
mesh ribbon over cone. Wrap 
15” length of 7/16” ribbon around 
cone for angel’s waist. Twist to 
hold. Scrunch ribbon and allow 
ends to ravel. Cut ends of gold 
mesh ribbon overskirts into Vs. 

For face, wrap ball with 5/8” 
wide gold wired ribbon. Glue to 
top of cone. 

With 2-5/8” wide ribbon, 
make a four loop bow without 
streamers. Wire in center to 
hold. Wrap center with remain¬ 
ing 3” of 7/16” wide ribbon. Glue 
completed wings to back of 
angel. Glue garland to hands. 

For halo, cut remaining gold 
wired cording into three equal 
lengths. Braid cording. Form 
into circle. Glue to top of angel’s 
head.

Tissue, napkins and/or gift 
wrap that corresponds with 
your pattern.

Glue™ 

Artist’s soft bristle brush 
Paper or plastic plate 
Glitter (optional) 

Hole punch 
Monofilament 
Crystal-look plastic drops 

Lay one piece of Shrink-It 
over angel pattern. 

Trace pattern lines with 
Foiling glue. Let dry, approxi¬ 
mately 24 hours. Glue is dry 
when clear in color, but will 
remain tacky to the touch. 

To apply foiling to glue, place 
dull side down onto glue and 
apply pressure with your fingers. 
Peel sheet away. Repeat proce¬ 


dure until glue is completely cov¬ 
ered. A blunt object is perfect 
for pressing foil onto sides of 
glue and making sure all 
crevices are covered. 

If using multi-ply napkins or 
tissue, pull plies apart. You will 
only use one ply. Cut tissue, nap¬ 
kins, wrapping paper and dryer 
sheets to fit pattern pieces. 

Pour generous amount of 
Reverse Collage glue onto plate. 
Flip Shrink-It over, so that foiled 
side is face down. Brush glue 
over pattern area. If desired, 
sprinkle with glitter. Apply nap¬ 
kin, tissue or paper pieces as 
they correspond with pattern. 
Apply another coat of glue over 
paper. While glue is wet, press 
another sheet of Shrink-It on top 
of entire surface, so that mobile 
will have a smooth finish on 
back. 

Let glue dry for 24 hours. 

Wet glue will appear milky, but 
will dry clear. 

Cut out around angel. 

Repeat entire process with 
various sizes of stars to create 
trailers for mobile. 

When all pattern pieces are 
complete, use hole punch to 
make holes in each piece and 
join with monofilament. See 
photo. 

Crystal-look plastic drops 
with gold accents add festive 
sparkle and make the perfect 
finishing touch!

Fold felt in half lengthwise.

See diagram on page 52. To 
make point on banner, cut from 
9” mark to center fold. 

For casing at top, fold down 
1” to the back and glue 3/4” from 
folded edge. 

Iron fusible web to wrong 
side of printed fabric following 
instructions on page 61. Fold in 
half lengthwise, with paper 
backing on outside. 

Write message on paper 
backing, making sure bottom of 
writing is on fold. Place pins in 
the writing to hold together 
while cutting 1/4” around writing. 

Remove paper backing from 
fabric. Place onto banner and 
fuse in place following instruc¬ 
tions on page 61. 

Paint ends of dowel rod. 

Let dry. 

Insert dowel rod through 
casing. Tie ribbon to each end. 

If desired, glue trim to edges 
of banner along sides and bottom. ■

Sewing machine bulb - 
Singer 2119 

1 package curly doll hair 
4” length iridescent teardrop 
beads by the yard 
Sewing machine 
1/2 yard (1/4” wide) ribbon 
1 package curly doll hair 
1-1/2” wide flower shape 
button (LaPetite 110) 

Small piece gold craft wire 

Cut from ribbon: 

• (3) 12” pieces of 1/8” wide 
ribbon. 

Cut from eyelet (use border 
at bottom of each piece): 

• 10” x 25” piece for dress 

• 9” x 24” piece for wings 

• Sleeve (as marked on pattern) 



For head, brush glue onto bulb. 
Do not apply to neck of bulb. 
Sprinkle glitter onto wet glue 
covering entire area. Allow to 
dry. To prevent glitter from flak¬ 
ing off, make a sealer by mixing 
1 teaspoon of glue to 1/2 tea¬ 
spoon water. Brush glue and 
water solution over the dried 
glitter. Allow to dry. 

Push a hole in top of cone 
using pencil. Gently push light 
bulb neck into top of cone until 
metal is completely hidden. Glue 
in place. 

Glue hair in place, following 
instructions on package. 

For halo, glue tear drop 
pearls into circle and onto head 
of angel. 

NOTE: When stitching, use 
1/4” seam allowance. 

For dress, fold 10” x 25” piece of 
eyelet with right sides together, 
matching 10” raw edges. Stitch 
along 10” edge. Run a gathering 
stitch along remaining straight 
edge. Pull thread to gather to fit 
around top of cone. Tie gathering 
threads tightly to secure. Glue 
gathered edge to top of cone. 

Wrap 1/4” ribbon around 
neck and tie into a bow at center 
front. 

For wing, narrow hem all 
raw edges of eyelet by folding 
under twice and top stitching. 
Fan fold 1/2” pleats from one 
short end to the other. Measure 
up 2” from bottom straight edge 
and twist gold wire tightly 
around pleated area. Place bor¬ 
der of wing 3” above head area 
and glue to back of angel. Tie 
one piece of 1/8” wide ribbon into 
bow and glue over wire. 

For arms, with right sides 
together, fold each arm in half at 
shoulder and match all edges. 


Stitch raw edges together, clip, 
trim and turn. Position and glue 
shoulder edge of arm to gathered 
neck edge of dress on each side 
of angel. Bring sleeves together 
in front of dress and glue. Tie 
two pieces of 1/8” wide ribbon to 
button shank. Glue button to 
hand opening of sleeves. Allow 
to dry. ■

Various sizes of glass or 
plastic ornaments, in both

Drizzle Foiling glue onto 
ornaments in a freehand fashion.

Using your 
fingers, apply pressure to press 
foil into glue; then peel sheet 
away.

“I have the shop by the tele¬ 
phone booth,” explained Delores 
Ruzicka, creator of Aleene’s pop¬ 
ular Cinnamon Street line. And 
this is no folksy put-on either, 
Delores is describing a storefront 
in a town smaller than the one 
John Mellencamp sings about. 
It’s a place called Verdigre, 
Nebraska. Population: 600. A 
place where everybody knows 
your name...literally. 

And it’s where Delores runs 
a multi-faceted business which is 
really the only means of survival 
in a farming community where 
the economy is so totally inter¬ 
twined with crops, animals and 
the land and therefore so are her 
sales. Afterall, with a customer 
base of about 600 you’d better be 
able to be a lot of things to a lot 
of people. And in the land of 
Garrison Keillor, the Bridges of 
Madison County, Little House on 
the Prairie, Delores Ruzicka is. 

Those calming midwest 
images came to mind as I talked 
with Delores in a recent phone 
interview from her “store by the 
phone booth” called Country 
Creations. 

With her exuberant person¬ 
ality, directness and quick wit, 
she transported me to the mid¬ 
west where I imagined sitting, 
rocking on the porch (not the 
deck), drinking coffee and enjoy¬ 
ing the endless sky, rambling 
fields and slower pace, casually 
chatting with Delores. 

I was snapped out of my day¬ 
dream by noisy sirens zooming 
by my apartment in what sud¬ 
denly seemed like metropolitan 


Santa Barbara. Back to reality 
again when I asked Delores how 
she got involved in arts and 
crafts. Not missing a beat, she 
said, “Poverty.” And she’s right 
— in a town that small and iso¬ 
lated how many opportunities 
are there? Except, as Delores 
noted, when somebody dies. 
Honesty and humor - a potent 
combination indeed. 

Well, Delores has beaten the 
odds and in one form or another 
over the last 22 years she’s had 
her own business. At first, it was 
her ceramics classes held on the 
family farm located 21 miles out 
of town. But in what might be 
called a twist on the “if you build 
it they will come theory” (in this 
case, if you teach it, they will 
come), people did indeed trek 
those extra miles over gravel 
roads to attend. As her populari¬ 
ty grew, so did her need for more 
space. Soon Delores began 
spreading her wings as a design¬ 
er, working with wood (“I got a 
saw and sanders and got busy.”), 
getting her creations and, later, 
her kits into magazines, working 
in wholesale and as a freelance 
designer. 

She’s really been all over 
the map creatively and literally. 
Delores told me she was glad to 
be a member of the Society of 
Craft Designers so she could 
travel. In fact, she admits she’s 
attended “about a million craft 
shows...they help me stay on 
target. I know I’ll get an honest 
opinion about my designs.”

Now the woman liked 
Delores’ designs but, unfortu¬ 
nately, upon hearing the asking 
price she said rather indignantly, 
“Oh my God, you’re trying to rob 
me.” Well, “no hard feelings,” 
said Delores, “just send me back 
the samples...no harm done.”

1QQ4 DESIGNER OF THE YEAR

Living life creatively isn’t as 
easy as it sounds, neither is 
learning to let your intuition be 
your guide. And it’s almost 
always a challenge to be a free¬ 
lance anything. But designer and 
native Californian Joyce Bennett 
has done all of the above and more. 

Joyce, who calls herself “an 
eternal optimist” has for the last 
30 years been on a diverse and 
creative journey through the 
crafting universe—from the 
industry’s infancy (she was one 
of the first subscribers to the 
first crafting magazine) to the 
cutting edge 90’s (she has her 
own 900 info-line). She’s fused 
the creative life with intuition to 
become a successful freelance 
designer. 

In fact, this year Joyce 
Bennett was named designer of 
the Year by Craft and Needlework 
Age Magazine and Loctite. 

I recently had the pleasure of 
speaking with Joyce from her 
office in Corona, California. 

When I asked her about the 
award, she was clearly excited 
about it, saying, “it’s a big honor.” 
But she did admit to being a lit¬ 
tle overwhelmed by it all, confid¬ 
ing that she’s never been really 
comfortable handling applause. 

As a child, Joyce’s mother 
and grandmother helped provide 
a base from which she could 
explore her own talents. Her 
mother encouraged her imagina¬ 
tion by letting her play with 
things and her grandmother 
sparked her interest in crochet¬ 
ing, needlework and sewing. 
Incredibly, Joyce learned to sew 


at age 5 and by 9 she was mak¬ 
ing her own clothes. 

She remembers always work¬ 
ing with her hands — taking art 
classes as well as reading lots of 



books. An innate capacity for 
curiosity and fascination led 
Joyce down many different 
paths. She credits diversity — 
moving around, trying new 
things — with keeping her per¬ 
petually interested in arts and 
crafts. 

Currently Joyce has her own 
design business called Naturally 
Floral which is also the name of 
her PBS craft show which airs in 
many areas. According to Joyce, 
Naturally Floral encompasses 
the things she likes to work with 
best — “all my toys.” She also 
gets to work with her two daugh¬ 
ters. Kathryn handles the com¬ 
puter system while Carol does 
the marketing. 

“I’m into florals,” explained 
Joyce, and transforming the static 


into the natural is one way Joyce 
channels her energies. Whether 
they’re dried, preserved, natural, 
silk or whatever you can bet 
she’ll transform them into 
incredible designs like a stunning 
wreath or a unique dreamcatcher. 

Although she takes her work 
seriously, she still considers it 
play. And it’s an environment 
that often thrives—where ideas 
beget ideas. 

Joyce has witnessed the rev¬ 
olution, expansion and increas¬ 
ing popularity of crafting over 
the years and noted that there 
are now “more opportunities for 
consumers and designers” than 
ever before. 

The market has grown. And 
so have the questions “How do I 
do this?” “Where can I get that?” 
People want answers and Joyce 
can help you get the information 
you need thanks to her 900# 
help-line (1-900-988-8842). A 
sort of avant garde crafting 
resource. It’s an interactive way 
to simplify the creative process. 

Throughout her life Joyce 
has worn many different hats 
besides designer — her roles 
have included writer, magazine 
editor, demonstrator, teacher and 
consultant. Yes, diversity does 
seem to be a recurring theme. 

Another exciting outlet has 
been her association with Delta’s 
Color Mist products. She was 
invited in on the research and 
development phase of the prod¬ 
uct but says what she really got 
to do was “play around with it.” 
And she came up with some

Materials Needed: 

Rotary cutter, cutting mat, 

EZ Quickline ruler 
1/2 yard unbleached muslin 
1-1/2 yards black county 
classic solid 
1-1/2 yards black lining 

1 yard EZ International 
Holy Cats print fabric 

Sewing machine and thread 
Iron 

Vest pattern of your choice 
(McCalls pattern # 5991 
was used for this vest) 
Straight pins 

Embellishments - buttons, 
bugle beads, beads, fabric 
paint, glitter, etc. 

All seams for piecing will be 
1/4”. Follow pattern directions 
for vest seams. 

Cut 1-3/4” x 45” strips of the 
following fabrics: 

6 muslin strips 

7 solid black strips 

2 print strips (taken from border 
of large cat head fabric) 

Sew strips together to make 
two sets of three strips each. 
(Black, print, black). See diagram 
1 on page 53. Press seams 
toward black strip. 

Cut across sewn strips to make 
1-3/4” wide pieces. See diagram 2 
on page 53. Cut 28 pieces. Mark 
these “A” and set aside. 

Using muslin and black fabrics, 
follow steps 1-3. Make three sets 
and cut into 56 pieces. 


See diagram 3 on page 53. 

Press toward black strip. Mark 
these “B”. 

Sew blocks together using 2 
“B” pieces and 1 “A” piece. See 
diagram 4 on page 53. You will 
have a total of 28 blocks, 4-1/4” 
square. 

Center cat head fabric and 
cut 28 (4-1/4” square) blocks. 

Sew cat blocks to pieced 
blocks, alternating. You will 
need four across and seven down. 
See diagram 5 on page 53. 

Read remaining instructions 
before joining blocks together. 

Place vest pattern front piece 
on pieced fabric. Pin in place. 
Cut out one front vest piece. 


Turn pattern over to cut out sec¬ 
ond front vest piece. Be sure to 
move pattern piece on fabric for 
the most pleasing placement of 
cat heads on vest front. NOTE: 

If cat head blocks fall in awk¬ 
ward positions, you may want to 
substitute additional checker¬ 
board blocks for some cat head 
blocks in pieced fabric plan. 
Continue following pattern direc¬ 
tions to finish vest. 

To “get creative” with your 
vest, add special buttons, bead 
the cat eyes in different colors 
such as green, gold or blue, bead 
the whiskers with gold bugle 
beads, or add fabric paint and 
glitter. ■

Place fabric on self-healing 
craft mat and use rotary cutter 
and ruler to cut all fabric. (If fab¬ 
ric has a definite directional pat¬ 
tern, be sure to cut all pieces in 
the same direction.) Cut from 
Fabric A: 6” square and 7” 
square for pockets; 16” square 
for back; ten 2-1/2” squares, each 
cut diagonally into a total of 
twenty triangles, for quilted 
design; and five 2-1/2” x 3-1/2” 
rectangles for design along edge 
of foam board. 

Cut from Fabric B: 6” square and 
7” square for pockets; eleven 2- 
1/2” squares for quilted design, 
each cut diagonally into a total 
of twenty-two triangles, and two 
2-1/2” x 3-1/2” rectangles for 
design along edge of foam board. 
Cut from Floral Fabric: 6” 
square and 7” square for pockets; 
two 3-1/2” squares for top cor¬ 
ners; eighteen 2-1/2” squares for 
quilted design and ten 2-1/2” x 3- 
1/2” rectangles for design along 
edge of foam board. Set aside 
fabric. 

Use pencil and ruler to mark 
on the 15” square foam board. 
Divide board into nine 5” square 
sections - three across and three 
down. Divide each of the top six 
sections into thirds, running ver¬ 
tically and horizontally creating 
a total of nine small squares. 
(Leave three bottom 5” sections 
un-marked.) Referring to photo 
and diagram 1 on page 52, the 
two upper rows of 5” squares 
noting that the smaller four 
squares and center squares with¬ 
in each 5” square will be left as 
solid squares. In each of the 
remaining four squares, draw 


diagonal lines from upper right 
corner to lower left. (Note that 
the three bottom 5” sections are 
still un-marked.) Score lines 
with board cutter approximately 
1/4” deep. 

Cut batting into same sizes 
and shapes of squares and trian¬ 
gles scored into foam board and 
spot glue two layers of batting 
onto each individual triangle and 
square. Leave bottom three (5”) 
sections uncovered. 

Starting with an inside tri¬ 
angle and referring to photo for 
fabric arrangement, center desig¬ 
nated fabric over triangle with 
points corresponding to points on 
foam board. Using flat side of 
burnisher, carefully poke edge of 
fabric into slits, poking in middle 
of each of the sides before finish¬ 
ing an entire side in order to 
hold in place. If slit is difficult to 
find, reach under fabric and 
insert tool into slit to widen 
slightly before poking in fabric. 
Use scissors to snip off any cor¬ 
ners that are too long to tuck in. 
Repeat same procedure working 
on all inside squares and triangles. 

The outside triangles use the 
2-1/2” x 3-1/2” rectangles of fab¬ 
ric, but one 2-1/2” edge on each 
needs to be trimmed diagonally, 
in order to fit. Before cutting, 
check as to how each will fit and 
determine proper angle of cut 
before cutting each one individu¬ 
ally. See diagram 2 on page 52. 
Carefully fold and tape (or glue) 
to back the excess fabric from 
outside triangles, wrapping 
edges as you would a package.

Form a soft 
curl of ribbons and pearls up 
over the moss to the inside of 
clock. Glue ends under moss, so 
they don’t show. Keep curling 
and looping ribbon and pearls

For perfect 
symmetry, fold stamp in half 
lengthwise; trace half of vase 
pattern onto folded stamp and 
cut out. If using two stamps, 
trace top of vase on one stamp 
and bottom of vase on other. 

Glue together on card. 

3 Using pattern as a guide, glue 
vase to center of card leaving 
top rim open for insertion of 
stems. Cut various lengths of 
green stem shapes. Glue to card 
placing bottoms of stems under 
rim of vase. 

4 Glue rim of vase on top of 
applied stems. 

5 Begin cutting small leaf 
shapes from green or colored 
stamps. Glue on stems to resem¬ 
ble leaves or flower buds. Three 
leaf shapes overlapped at base 
form a flower. Larger leaf shapes 


can be cut by snipping small 
triangular cuts along the edges. 

6 For bow, select two stamps 
the same color. Using the 
same procedure as for cutting 
vase, fold and cut one bow loop. 
Repeat for other loop. Glue both 
loops to center of vase. Use 
round piece cut from center of 
bow for knot, trimming if neces¬ 
sary. Glue in between two bow 


loops. Trim pieces that were cut 
from outside edges for tails of 
bow and glue to lower edge of 
knot. 

7 Cut a dark colored stamp in 
1” x 1/8” strips and glue 
under vase in a staggered 
pattern. ■

it appears clear in color, 
although it will remain “tacky” 
to the touch. NOTE: Tulip 
Dimensional Fabric Paint is a 
great alternative if you want 
color without the look of foil. 
Apply dimensional fabric paint 
in place of Foiling glue and let 
dry. While the paint is wet, you 
might want to sprinkle a bit of 
iridescent or colored glitter to 
add a hint of sparkle. Let dry 24 
hours. 

Apply foil to Foiling glue 
according to directions on pack¬ 
age. Use blunt object to insure 
the foiling has covered all 
crevices of the Foiling glue 
before peeling it away. Turn 
Shrink-It over so the foiled side 
is away from you. 

If using multiple ply nap¬ 
kins, separate to one ply. Lay 
napkin over pattern, trace and 
cut napkin 1/4” larger than pat¬ 
tern. This will allow for plenty 
of napkin to pull in and wrinkle 
to create veins for a more 
authentic stained-glass look. 

Working on one pattern sec¬ 
tion at a time, apply a generous 
coat of Reverse Collage glue to 
pattern area. Immediately, align 
pre-cut pattern piece over glued 
area, gently pressing in place. 
Working from outside edges of 
napkin, gently pull to center and 
wrinkle. Immediately apply 
another coat of glue over napkin. 
Repeat these steps with each 
pattern piece. Let dry 24 hours 
or until glue is completely clear. 

Cut Shrink-It to shape 
desired. If desired, glue on rhine¬ 
stones or metal charms to add to 
the festive touch. Allow to dry. 

Make a hole at top of orna¬ 


ment, using a hole punch. 

Thread hole with gold cording 
and give the ornament a home 
on your tree! ■

Colorful characters 
with jobs, families and distinc¬ 
tive personalities. For instance, 
there’s Mollie and Wilbur 
Bovine—she makes the milk and 
he makes and sells the ice 
cream. And they have a sweet 
and shy little son named 
Norman. 

The name Cinnamon Street 
was coined by designer Heidi 
Borchers and it definitely cap¬ 
tures the charm of this delightful 
community that’s also populated 
with bears, bunnies, cats and 
chickens. Yes, Delores definitely 
lived up to the creative challenge 
and in 1990 made the deal to 


license Cinnamon Street to 
Aleene’s. 

What followed were many 
different Aleene’s Cinnamon 
Street designs from rubber 
stamps to iron-on transfers to 
resin figures (sculpted by 
Maureen Carlson of 
Pippsywoggins fame). Soon Roy 
and Katie Frym from South Sea 
Imports wanted Delores to come 
up with a fabric line. 

Delores acknowledged that 
she didn’t know much about fab¬ 
ric design at the time but the 
Frym’s took her to Los Angeles 
for a quick seminar after which 
she was “really fired up” coming 
up with the designs in 10 days 
dismissing the six week deadline 
she’d been given. The original 
line has 18 different fabric pan¬ 
els and is very popular. 

I asked when she realized it 
was catching on. 

“When people started picking 
up on the personalities...calling 
them by name.” The characters, 
explained Delores, remind us of 
friends, family, neighbors even 
ourselves in a wonderfully light¬ 
hearted way. Now if truth be 
told Delores confided that she 
identifies the most with Elbe the 
chicken. Elbe’s slip is always 
showing just a little and she 
loves to invite people over for 
dinner but strangely they never 
ask for any of her recipes. 

With a high profile line 
comes high profile promoting 
and in this “I saw it on TV” soci¬ 
ety that means going in front of 
the cameras, in Delores’ case 
she’s appeared on Creative 
Living several times. In fact, 
when Aleene and Delores first 
got together to discuss a pro¬ 
posed appearance on the show 
she said that Aleene asked her 
“So what do you know about TV? 
And with perfect comedic timing 
Delores deadpanned “I have one.” 

The bottom line for Delores 
is this - there’s enough serious¬ 
ness, heartache and sadness in

the world—her designs are fun— 
and, boy, could we use a little 
levity these days. 

And it looks like Delores had 
better whip out those shades 
’cause the future’s looking pretty 
bright for the Aleene’s Cinnamon 
Street gang. On the horizon: 25 
new fabric designs, whimsical 
greeting cards, a possible birth¬ 
day book, Christmas designs and 
even Aleene’s Cinnamon Street 
dolls (pictured with Delores!). 

OK, for a minute let’s play 
the “what if’ game. What if that 
woman in South Carolina had 
coughed up the 200 bucks? Or 
what if Delores had caved in and 
taken the measly $50 offer? 

It’s irrelevant. Delores firmly 
believes that if something’s 
meant to be...it will happen. 

And fortunately things unfolded 
as they did so we (kids and 
adults alike) get to enjoy her 
playful designs. 

Oh, by the way, she did get 
her new bathtub. Porcelain. ■

wonderful designs, effects and 
applications. Joyce is big on 
hints and tips. Her not-so-secret 
crafting weapon is her 
microwave (especially for dry¬ 
ing). She also relishes feedback 
of the consumer shows and the 
mass market identification of 
TV. She told me that she has 
always enjoyed appearing on 
Creative Living and that when 
she does demonstrations some¬ 
one always comes up and says “I 
saw you on Aleene’s.” 

So what motivates Joyce to 
lead, as she puts it, a “hectic but 
fun life.” 

“I hope I’m a spark to get 
people started.” And with her 
impressive credits, she’s 
undoubtedly started many fires 
— inspiring lots of people to 
craft and create. 

Joyce said that she believes 
it’s through creativity that you 


develop your individuality — you 
become you — and the more you 
practice, the more you grow. 

In her work Joyce has moved 
from Ventura, California up the 
coast to Santa Barbara to Fort 
Worth, Texas to Peoria, Illinois 
and finally back to Southern 
California — and as always, she 
continues to grow and when the 
time comes to take a risk and go 
on to something else that’s just 
what she’ll do. ■

Efficiency

For pocket backs, tuck 7” square 
fabric pieces into three (5”) 
square sections at bottom of 
foam board. Carefully fold and 
glue or tape to back the excess 
fabric from outside edges, wrap¬ 
ping as you did the smaller quilt¬ 
ed pieces. For hanger loop, glue 
together ends of a 3” length satin 
ribbon to form a loop and glue 
ends 5” from right edge and 1” 
down from top. Repeat on other 
side. Also cover 14-1/2” square 
posterboard with 16” square of 
Fabric A. Glue to back of orga¬ 
nizer, allowing hanger loops to 
slightly extend up from top. 

To make pockets on front, 
fold under and glue 1/2” on top 
and bottom of 6” square fabric. 
Fold and glue sides as shows in 
diagram 3 on page 52. Glue bot¬ 
tom edge of pocket front to bot¬ 
tom edge of pocket back on foam 
board. Glue sides of front to 
sides of back, creating some 
extra room at top. Repeat for 
other pockets. 

Glue trim around outside 
edge of organizer. Carefully 
“screw” cup hook into edge of 
foam board going through trim 
and fabric, at bottom middle of 
one pocket. Unscrew slowly, 
apply glue to end of screw and 
re-insert. Repeat with two more 
cup hooks under two remaining 
pockets. 

Wrap each spool with 30” 


length embroidery floss, spot 
gluing both ends of floss to hold. 
Plan what you will hang on 
spools and arrange spools on 
board before attaching. Push 1” 
length wooden dowel down 
through fabric (between squares 
and triangles). Pull straight out, 
apply glue to end of dowel and 
re-insert. Apply glue to dowel 
and bottom of spool, then slip 
spool onto dowel. Let dry com¬ 
pletely before using. ■ 


Fusible Web 
Instructions 

Step One: Transfer Web to 
Fabric or Applique - 

Position the textured (rough) 
side of Aleene’s Fusible Web 
against back side of material or 
applique. 

To transfer glue onto back of 
fabric or applique, IRON ONLY 
2-3 seconds. This is important as 
you do not want to melt glue, but 
simply transfer glue to back side 
of fabric or applique. Over-iron¬ 
ing tends to make it hard to 
remove paper backing. We sug¬ 
gest using a non-stick ironing 
surface. Should anything stick to 
bottom of iron, use Faultless Iron 
Cleaner. 

If making appliques from fab¬ 
ric, cut out designs. It is easier 
to cut applique if paper backing 
paper is still attached. 

Step Two: Fuse to shirt or 
other Fashion Accessory - 

Carefully peel off paper back¬ 
ing. Place fusible side down on 
desired surface and iron approxi¬ 
mately 60 seconds (30 seconds on 
each side is best if possible). This 
is generally enough time to melt 
the glue equally on both the 
applique and the garment. If the 
applique or fabric is “thick” it is 
best to increase the ironing time 
to 45 seconds, ironing on top and 
to the inside of the garment. 

TO HOLD THROUGH MANY 
WASHINGS, YOU NEED FOR 
THE GLUE TO BE MELTED 
EQUALLY ON THE APPLIQUE 
AND THE GARMENT. The pro¬ 
cedure is the same whether fus¬ 
ing fabric to fabric, appliques to 
fabric, or as in the case of band 
boxes, fabric to cardboard.

Slip skirt over top of cone. 

Secure with rubber band about 
1” from top edge of fabric. Adjust 
gathers and length of skirt, mak¬ 
ing sure skirt covers bottom of 
cone. Gently pull top edge of 
skirt down over rubber band and 
apply glue to cone. Pull edge of 
fabric back up over the glue and 
gently squeeze fabric against cone. 

6. For sleeves, stitch or glue a 4” 
strip of lace trim to each 4” end 
of rectarigle. Let dry. Fold length 
into thirds and glue long edges 
together. Open gently to form a 
cylinder shape without pulling 
glued seam apart. Let dry. Stuff 
lightly with stuffing or cotton 
balls that have been pulled 
apart. Apply glue to end of 
porcelain arm and insert with 
thumb up until just inside edge 
of fabric. Squeeze fabric against 
arm. Tie ribbon into tight knot 
at top of lace trim. Tie ends into 
a tiny bow. Pull back lace trim 
and glue arm at edge of fabric. 
Repeat with second arm at other 
end of rectangle. Fold rectangle 
in half and secure center with 
twisty tie or wire. Twist tightly 
and trim. 

7. For body, apply large dab of 
glue to tip of cone just above 
back seam of skirt. Attach center 
of arms to center back (make 
sure thumbs are pointing up). 
Bring arms around to front of 
doll and secure with clothes pin. 
Let glue set for approx. 10-15 
minutes, then release pin. 

8. Apply glue to inside of porcelain 
head and attach to tip of cone. 
Make sure it covers top edge of 
gathered skirt and back of arm 
rectangle and that the arms are 
placed beneath the inverted U 
that forms the dolls shoulders. 
Let dry for about 10 minutes. 


9. For bodice, fold 2” rectangle of 
fabric into thirds, lengthwise. 
Apply small line of glue over 
lower front of doll chest area. 
Wrap fabric strip around doll, 
placing under arms and covering 
rubber band. Tie tight knot in 
back or secure with twisty tie or 
wire. Clip close to knot and add 
a small dab of glue to secure. 
Glue scrap of fancy trim over 
bodice, tucking edges under arms. 

10. For poofy sleeves, slide fabric 
up arm and glue. Hold in place 
until set. 

11. Cut 22” length of 1/8” ribbon 
and tie around waist, knotting in 
front. Cut another piece of rib¬ 
bon approx. 2-1/2 to 3 yards long. 
Leaving a 6” tail, loop ribbon 
into a bow with about four 3-4” 
loops on each side. Using ribbon 
around waist of angel, tie knot 
around center of bow. Trim ends 
of ribbon. Apply a dab of glue to 
secure knot. Glue roses to waist 
and sleeves. 

12. For “crown”, form a circle 
from trim to match bodice. Glue 
to angel’s head. 

13. Glue garland in angel’s hand 
using photo as a guide for placement. 

14. For wings, arrange feathers 
in two fan shapes and glue in 
center. Place smaller feathers 
over center to hide joining. Let 
dry. Glue to center of angel back. 
Trim feathers if needed. ■

Aleene’s Bread 
Dough Recipe 

Materials Needed: 

1 slice white bread 
1 tablespoon Aleene’s 
Tacky Glue™ 

Plastic cup or dish for 
mixing dough 
Zip-top plastic bag for 
storing dough 
Craft or popsicle stick 
Acrylic paint 
(continued on next page) 
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1. Remove crust from bread and 
discard. Break bread into small 
pieces and place pieces in plastic 
cup. Add 1 tablespoon glue to 
bread and mix with stick until a 
coarse ball forms. 

2. Remove ball of dough from 
cup. Knead dough in your hands 
for 5 minutes or until smooth 
and pliable. If dough is too 
coarse, add a little more glue. 
The dough will stick to your 
hands until it becomes smooth. 

3. Blend dough completely until 
smooth and clay-like in consis¬ 
tency. Store uncolored dough in 
a small zip-top plastic bag. 

Bread dough can be stored 
overnight in the refrigerator. 

4. To color dough, divide dough 
ball into a separate ball for each 
color of paint. Flatten one ball in 
your hand, making a small well 
in center. Pour a small amount 
of acrylic paint in well. Knead 
dough in your hands until paint 
is thoroughly mixed. For deeper 
colors, add more paint a little at 
a time to dough until desired 
shade is achieved. Store each 
color in a separate plastic bag.2” 
porcelain doll head with arms. ■

you complete after the rest of bell 
is dry. Immediately sprinkle 
with glitter over entire surface of 
bell. Hold bell over paper to 
catch excess glitter for later use. 
Set aside to dry for several 
hours. Repeat procedure on bot¬ 
tom of bell. When bell is com¬ 
pletely dry, shake off excess glit¬ 
ter, making sure design shows 
through. 

5. Cut ribbon into one (9”) piece, 
one (3”) piece and six (2”) pieces. 
Make a loop using the 3” piece of 
ribbon. Stick corsage pin through 
inside, overlapping ribbon edges. 
Stick the corsage pin through 
center point of 9” piece or ribbon. 
Dip end of pin in Designer Tacky 


glue and into top center of bell. 
See diagram on page 53. 

6. Secure ribbon down each side 
of bell by using straight pins to 
attach larger pearls and gold 
beads/smaller pearls alternately 
with small ribbon roses glued on 
with Designer Tacky glue. See 
photo for placement. 

7. Glue six small ribbon roses 
around top loop. 

8. Glue lace around bottom edge 
of bell. When glue is dry, glue 
gold braid around center of lace. 

9. Make a circular loop from 2” 
piece of ribbon and put a 
straight pin through center of 
loop and through overlapping 
edges. Pin at bottom edge of rib¬ 
bon where it joins the lace and 
glue a small rose in center. 
Repeat on other side of bell. 
Repeat, making a rose with rib¬ 
bon “leaves” about every 1-1/2” 
around bottom edge of bell. 

10. To make interlocking “wed¬ 
ding rings”, cut four 1-1/2” pieces 
of gold cord. Glue ends of each 
piece together to form four cir¬ 
cles. Pin joined ends of two 
“rings” together in center front 
under names and date. Glue a 
rose over pin where “rings” are 
joined. ■

9. Glue mushroom bird and 
acorn where desired on lid. 

10. For tassel, cut 6 (5” strands) 
from each color of embroidery 
floss. Tie in center with 2-1/2” 
length of thread. NOTE: Do not 
cut excess thread. Fold over so 
tassel measure 2-1/2” long. Glue 
filigree ring over fold. Thread 
embroidery thread (used to tie 
the tassel) through hole in center 
of cap.
